REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 5-12 are considered allowable since when reading the claims in light of 
the specification, as per MPEP §21 1 1 .01 , none of the references of record alone or in 
combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in independent 
claims, including an invention of a method for the operation of a technical system, 
comprising: recording of a plurality of operating parameters of a system during a time 
interval (defined at e.g. |f 0014). 

Specifically, independent claims 5 and 10 disclose determining an operating or 
functional mode of the technical system form the temporal behavior of the operating 
parameters using artificial intelligence methods (defined at e.g. U 0016); wherein the 
determining of the operating or functional mode of the technical system from the 
temporal behavior of the operating parameters is performed with no pre-existing model 
of the technical system (defined at e.g. H 0018), wherein the technical system 
comprises a power station including at least a gas turbine (defined at e.g. H 0021). 

The specific novelty of the system lies in the limitation - determining the 
operating or functional mode of at least said gas turbine with no pre-existing model of 
the gas turbine . 
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A practical application of the invention is in the operation of technical systems 
like for e.g. a power station (defined at e.g. If 0021 ).
